Mr. Nalley testified that he personally handled 90 f* or score of the phone calls 
bet »*n Dallas ami FBlUvj. A fair number of SAC Gordon Shacklin ' b memos on his phone 
conversations are included in what was provided to me bjet none or virtually non*; of 
Mr. Kaiiey'a accoa wars provided. The extant is indicated by Mr. Halley's toetiaony 
that he was on the phone up to 16-13 hours a day.

Mr. Kelley testified to much not reflected in those Dallas records, wlsich loads 
®» along with the foregoing rolatei to ^r* Halley *s te^tiujny, to believe tliat there 
are Dallas and HU files not searched at all. 

Other records that were provided also r*fl*ot the existence of still other Dellas 
files not searched. As an exaotple there ore reports of various kinds of surveillances 
on ‘'urina Oswald, do records have betm provided from the relevant files. Still other 
records establish tiia continued oxiotenoo cf these files and the knowledge of their 
exUtaaco in both FdUttj and the Callao Field Office. This it to eay that failure to 
eoarch and oouply from then is not accidental.

To save you and no tiae and in tto bulieX that tne FBI ie 
Eonitcrlng the Assassins cootdttee testimony I odd to tha appeals already filed appeal 
free, the denials of records that are about to be disclosed as existing relating to the 
CIA and including information from or provided by and to it. In this I also include 
information relating to Yuri Nosaako that you have not provided donplto the age of those 
requests. In this 1 also deuire any public description or non-eecret photograph of the 
fofoetcr .Uiatoly K. Golitsyn because I have the notion that he or.ee sought ae out with- 
out indicating ho had any^rtaiaon to know of ay existence* I'm curious because this per- 
son, who also had no apprent reason for knowing of ay interest in Koaonko, nought to 
discourage that interest.
